This second memorandum 
cautions the Director against establishing an organisation based upon 
a single individual; and, although it concedas ftst Dr. Charyk may be 
e benevolent Director of foe NRO a# for ee the Agency ie concerned, 
there ie no guarantee that Dr. Charyk will continue to infinity in thie 
poet ead that a replacement may not be diepoaed to the Agency as 
Dr. Charyk may now be. Dr. Scoviile has not forwarded this memorandum 
to the Director as of this writing.
